In every previous depresston sincere 
enthusiasts have preached the idea 
»that the one thing needed to make 
everyon prosperous is a larger supply 
of credit and currency. 

In 1935 this fallacy is perhaps 


more widespread than ever before. 
One of its forms is the Douglas 
theory, now i promulgated in 


Alberta by William Aberhart and | 


In the United States the 
doctrine has taken shape in the agi- 
tation for payment of the soldier’s 
bonus with greenbacks, in the Towns- 
end plan to give $200 a month to 
everyone over 60, and to some extent 
in the proposals of Huey Long and 
Father Coughlin. 

The basic assumption made by all 
these economic reformers is that the 


world is suffering not from a scar- 


city of goods but from a shortage of 
“tickets” or money whereby thé goods 
may be exchanged. Since the banks 
ate the issuers of money the banks are 
the villains of the economic scene as 
pictured by the monetary reformers. 
The theory runs, as commonly stated, 
that a bank ‘‘makes” money or credit 
by merely writing figures in a ledger 
and that the stinginess of the bankers 
is the reason for “poverty in the midst 
of plenty.” Another form of the doc- 
trine js that “social credit” is a com- 
munal possession and that bankers, in 
lending portions of it, ate lending 
something which does not belong to 
them and virtually engaging in theft. 

This theory has a superficial at- 
tractiveness to many minds and it is, 
to a degree, supported by statements 
which eminent bankers have made 
about their business, Of these the 
thost often quoted by the monetary 
reformers is Reginald McKenna's dic- 
tum. that “every bank loan creates a 
deposit,” Statistics give some back- 
ing ta this assertion, The total bank 
deposits in every country ig much 
greater than the quantity of money, 
Paper and coins in circulation. On the 
surface this simple fact appears to 
back up the theory that a bank, when 
it lends John Jones $1,000 by simply 
matking that amount to the credit 
in its ledger is making money out of 
thin air. 

Common sense resists this easy con- 
clusion. If it is true, how can a bank 
ever get into financial difficulty or 
fail? If. its money-creating powers 
are absolute and uplimited, it .may 
wave the magic wand at any time and 
put its balance right by. inscribing 
i ab on a sheet of paper, And

Trade is the exchange of goods 
for goods, and bank notes and credits 
are meaningless except as related to 
such exchange. What is really 
acquired by a man who borrows 
$1,000 from a bank is the right to 
immediate enjoyment of goods worth 
that sum, goods which some other 
Person owns in excess of his own needs 
and is willing, for a consideration, 
which takes the form of interest, to 
forego for the time being. The lender 
must ultimately get the goods back, 
with interest, and if the borrower 
does not pay, the bank must. If the

Mr. Aberhart is the apostle of 
social credit in the west. He is a 
teacher of mathematics and principal 
of a high school in Calgary. ~He is 
also the dean and president of the 
Prophetic Bible Institute in that city, 
and conducts a “radio Sunday school” 
with other quazi-religious movements. 
His zeal never led so far as to study 
social credit, as he informed ‘an. in- 
terviewer, until about three years a- 
go (see Edmonton Journal, April 9, 
1935). At that time he went to Ed- 
monton to mark examination papers. 
Everyone with experience of this 
work knows how trying it is—enough 
to drive nearly anybody crazy. In this 
instance the effect on Mr. Aberhart, 
combined with the study of some 
borrowed books,.was to make him a 
devout believer in social credit as ex- 
pounded by the illustrious Major 
Douglas, 

Mr. Aberhart’s attitude ‘towards 
beloved major is distinctly that of 
the clinging vine.

United States Writer Calls For Re- 
ciprocal Trade Efforts 

Commercial policies of the United 
States were described by Peter 
Molyneaux, editor of the Texas 
weekly and a trustee of the Carne- 
gravé, Mr. de Valera’s administra- 
peace, as “the greatest obstacle to 
world recovery.” Writings in “In- 
ternational Conciliation,” a publica- 
tion of the endowment, he said: 

“I mean the policy embodied in 
the rates of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
act, the policy exemplified by the 
American attitude on war debts, the 
policy which prompted the almost 
unanimous enactment by congress of 
the Johnson Foreign Security Boy- 
cott act, the policy which every 
foreign country encounters at our 
shores and along our borders when 
it attempts to ship its goods to us 
in exchange for our own.” 

Molyneaux called the reciprocal 
trade efforts of Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull a step in the “right 
direction.” Currency stabilization 
was held “absolutely essential to 
world recovery” and he added that 
so long as the United States pur- 
sues its present policies “any lasting 
of international exchange will be im- 
possible,”

Fine Provinces Take Advantage Of 
Dominion Legislation 

Judgments of Alberta courts be- 
came enforceable in Ontario as the 
Ontario cabinet passed an order-in- 
council taking advantage of the re- 
ciprocal judgments enforcement act.

Ontario judgments enforceable there, 
a short time ago. 

Five provinces have taken advant- 
age of the Dominion legislation 
which applies to both supreme court 
and county court decisions. They 
were British Columbia, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta, New Brunswick and 
Ontario.

Englishman Worked Five 
Before It Was Perfected 

A clock which gives Greenwich 
time for any part of the world at a 
glance has been perfected by J. 
Cross, of South View, Eng., clock-

The wonder clock is composed of 
a school geographical globe, and the 
works of a substantial eight-day 
clock. It took five years of experi- 
menting before it was completed. 

Every 24 hours the globe turns 
one revolution as the earth turns, 
and an arrangement of figures on a 
band round the equator and a pointer 
(for Greenwich time) enables any- 
one to read the correct time at any 
place in the world.

Altitudes In Canada 


Mean Sea Level Is Used As Stand- 
ard For Determining Altitudes 

Altitude, or height above sea level, 
of the site of any proposed develop- 
ment is of major importance in the 
orderly opening up of & new country 
like Canada. Consequently the pro- 
vision in accessible form of informa- 
tion. concerning exact levels is im- 
portant. The task of providing such 
data is one of the duties of the 
Geodetic Survey of. Canada, Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

In line with practicafly every 
country in the world, Canada has 
adopted mean sea level as its datum 
for altitudes. Sea level may be de- 
fined as the surface which the water 
of the ocean would assume were it 
not acted upon by the attraction of the 
sun and the moon or disturbed by the 
wind. The actual determination of 
mean sea level at a primary tidal 
station is made by the Tidal and 
Current Division, Hydrographic Ser- 
vice, Department of Marine. Hourly 
readings on an automatic gauge for 
a period of at least seven years are 
considered necessary for a_ trust- 
worthy determination of mean sea 
level at a_ primary station. The 
Canadian precise level system is 
based on the determination of mean 
sea level at five primary stations, 
namely, Halifax, Yarmouth, and 
Father Point, on the Atlantic; and 
Vancouver and Pritice Rupert on the 
Pacific. By means of precise levels 
sea level datum is carried inland so 
that to-day Canada’s precise level 
system stretches from coast to coast 
and has a total extent of over 25,000 
miles,

Wheat Straw Is Of Great Value To 
Scientists 

Straws, as the old saying has it, 

show how the wind blows, and by the 

same token, in modern parlance, 

straws demonstrate the immense 

value of agricultural research as ap- 


plied by scientists to the exacting 
needs of the present day. To the 
ordinary observer wheat straw is 
just wheat straw, but in the hands 
of the Canadian agricultural chem- 
ists wheat straw is a storehouse of 
invaluable material. 

A study of the resin extracted 
from wheat straw has shown that 
about one-quarter of it (or 1.5 per 
cent. of the straw) consists of a 
mixture comprising an oil, free fatty 
acids, a wax, and a small quantity 
of an essential oil.

y @eparted one present; others have been held in churches in order that the 


larger circle of the deceased’s friends and associates in his or her life's 
activities might be present, or where the religious tenets of the departed 
might be properly observed. In one case just a few persons were present, 
people who had voluntarily made small contributions to prevent the remains 
of the one who had passed on from being consigned to the potter’s fielil. 

In the vast majority of cases there were flowers in profusion, wreaths, 
emblems, sprays, dozens and scores of them, representing an expenditure of 
many dollars. And the, thought constantly protruded itself whether such 
lavish display of floral tokens was right, in good taste, even in keeping with 
our Christian beliefs. It could not be questioned that in many, probably 
most, instances these flowers were sent out of love or a sincere respect for 


the deceased. Equally true, no doubt, in numerous instances flowers were 
sent because it has become the custom to send them. 


As a matter of fact, as in the case of weddings, the tendency seems to 
be in the direction of making funerals more and more elaborate, more ex- 
pensive, more and more something of a spectacle. Thé quiet and simplicity 
in funerals of former days has largely passed, until now it has become a 
source of heavy expense and consequent worry to people who are not blessed 
with an over-abundance of this world’s goods. Yet because of prevailing 
custom, nobody wishes to appear mean in the eyes of others when called 
upon to discharge the last duty to a loved one. 

Many people think of these things, believe present customs are wrong, 
but seldom openly express themselves. In a recent spirited article entitled 
“Decent Christian Burial”, Marian J. Castle attacked the extravagance at- 
tending funerals. She showed how sums spent on flowers, tombstones, 
pomp and ceremony, often impoverish the living families of the deceased. 
She wisely inferred that the dead might be happier if the funds showered 
upon their inanimate bodies were used instead to brighten the lot of the 
living. 

Discussing this same subject, Alma Hedin, sister of Sven Hedin, the 
famous Swedish explorer, says it is in the spirit of the times in her coun- 
try to seek the simplest and at the same time the most dignified memorial 
for those we have loved. She outlines various steps taken in this direction, 


including the provision of funeral insurance through the agency of a society, : 


which takes charge of all funeral arrangements, which are the same for 
every individyal. ‘Payment can be made to the society at any time during 
the lifetime of the insured, the premium being smailer for the young than 
for the old. The highest premium is paid by those who are over 70, and 


is about $75 in all. This provides for a dignified funeral of a kind that) 


might otherwise tax the resources of the bereaved family, especially when 
the deceased happend to be the breadwinner. 

In Sweden, too, they have had since 1921 an organization called the 
Flower Fund, formed to honor the dead “in a more worthy and more last- 
ing manner” than with ornate floral tributes for the bier. Instead of send- 
ing an expensive wreath, the friends of the deceased remit the money to 
the Flower Fund, which sends to the bereaved family a simple memorial 
message in the name of the giver. The amount contributed remains a con- 
fidence between the donor and the Fund, : 

It was decided that. the money received in this way should be applied 


. to obtaining houses with small apartments for old people in straitened cir- 


cumstances. When three and a half years had passed, the Flower Fund 
erected a large building on a site donated by the city of Stockholm. Soon 
@ second house rose by the side of the first, and before long six additional 
houses were built. By this means the Fund provides for more than a thou- 
sand old people. These pay a lower rent than they would pay elsewhere 
and receive care if they are ill. Otherwise they are quite free, and there is 
nothing institutional about the place. It is like a private home. 

There is a restaurant in each building where residents can buy lunch 
or dinner for a quarter of a dollar. They may have meals sent to their 
rooms or prepare them in the small kitchen that accompanies each apart- 
ment, Food can be purchased in the building, and there is also a laundry 
and a bakery. The old people seem to be happy under these arrangements, 
for there are always more applications than can be filled. 

Swedish death notices often contain a line asking that the Flower Fund 
be remembered. Sometimes another charity is named, for the example is 
contagious. ‘The important thing is not that the money is donated to a 
single cause but that the memorial be given a form that will honor the 
dead by benefiting the living. . 

Does this. Swedish idea not offer a suggestion to the people of other 
countries? Cari we not make our tributes to our deceased loved ones 
gomething more lasting than quickly withered blossoms? 


Securing Farm Data | Fatal Kiss 


Department Collecting Statistics Re-| Fruitful Method Of Transmitting 


lative To Agricultural Industry 

As an aid to national planning the 
bureau of statistics at Ottawa is 
anxious to enlist co-operation of 
western farmers in the matter of 
supplying data regarding their hold- 
ings. 

In June of each year, the bureau, 
in co-operation with the provincial 
departments of agriculture, distri- 
butes cardboard schedules to farmers 
for the purpose of collecting statis- 
tics of acreage under crop and the 
numbers of livestock and poultry on 
farms. An innovation of ‘1931 ex- 
tended this survey to cover the 
breeding and marketing intentions 
with regard to livestock. In all of 
the provinces, except Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Nova Scotia, Alberta 
and British Columbia, these sched- 
ules are distributed to the farmers 
through the rural school teachers.

Besides its thirty-six pearls 
it is ornamented with a ruby—the 
centre of the royal diadem—said to 
be valued at more than $500,000, and 
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a fine sapphire, which forms the cen-} 


tre of the Maltese cross that sur- 
mounts the’ crown. This sapphire 
is reputed to have been the property 
of Edward the Confessor. The third 
of the sovereign’s crowns is the Im- 
perial Crown of India, used only once 
by him, at the Delhi Durbar of 1911. 
Altogether the Imperial State Crown 
is supposed to contain 3,200 pearls, 
diamonds and other stones, many of 
them outside the’ category of “high- 
ly precious.” It also is adorned with 
the second largest part of the fam- 
ous Star of Africa diamond, weigh- 
ing more than 309 carats, which can 
be detached and worn by the Queen 
as a brooch and pendant. The 
Queen’s threé crowns include the 
Crown of Mary II. or, as it has come 
to be known, the Crown of Queen 
Edith, which was remodeled for the 
crowning of Queen Alexandra in 
1902, and is ornamented: with pearls 
and diamonds; the crown and diadem 
of Mary of Modena, second wife of 
James II., and the Imperial Crown 
of India. There have been sugges- 
tions that the Imperial State Crown 
might be enriched by gifts from the 
Empire during the jubilee celebra- 
tions, but there has been no official 
intimation of this.

The 
Cork Examiner, a daily newspaper 
in Munster, was deprived of adver- 
tising when it refused to publish a 
press release on the “Grow More 
Wheat” plan in full and without 
comment.

Not Enthused Over 
Flax Processing Idea 


Plan Hardly Feasible Is Opinion Of 
Experienced Ontario Grower 

Reports that trials in Lancashire 
of processing Canadian grown flax 
straw into a fibre that will work 
over existing cotton textile machin- 
ery have proven successful entirely 
failed to enthuse Howard Fraleigh, 
flax grower of Forest, Ont. , 

Mr. Fraleigh said he had been 
growing flax at Forest for 39 years 
and had seen hundreds of patented 
processes come and go, with no good 
result. With the cotton industry so 
well organized and adequate machin- 
ery developed for its process it was 
hardly feasible to place as high a 
quality product as flax on the same 
basis. 

Many experiments had been tried 
on flax fibre and yarn had been ma‘te 
to stretch over 130 miles from a 
pound of flax when done by hand, 
while machinery had only been cap- 
able of making it stretch less than 
half that from the same quantity of 
material. 

Since the flax business had be- 
come demoralized in Canada, he said 
he had been continually growing 
quantities of flax for the Irish gov- 
ernment which was converting the 
fibre into upholsteries for furniture 
manufacture, 4 


Place Where Ships Turn 


Change Their Course At Corner In 

. Atlantic Ocean 

There is a corner in the Atlantic 
Ocean around’ which all vessels ply- 
ing between Canada and England 
turn. Just now there is so much ice 
in the North Atlantic, steamers are 
using the most southerly track for 
the first time in many years. The 
‘route is officially known as ‘Track 
A” and the voyage is from 50 to 80 
miles longer than usual. 

The corner is where ships change 
their course; sailing from Canada 
they go eastward until past the east 
coast of Newfoundland, then they 
turn northeast towards Great Bri- 
tain. 

In the summer the voyage is fre- 
quently very hot until the corner 
has been turned. Once past that 
point, the cooler breeezes from the 
Arctic sweep down and make the trip 
more comfortable. But it is tantal- 
izing waiting to get to that corner 
in the middle of the ocean when the 
thermometer is flirting with the top 
temperatures. 


Latest Invention 


Television In Original Colors Is The 
Newest Sensation 

Reports of a television invention by 
Leon Damas, a radio amateur, enabl- 
ing’ pictures to be projected in 
original colors simultaneously with 
sound, stirred Belgium recently. 

The newspaper Le Peuple said 
Damas made the invention “almost 
by chance” while experimenting with 
apparatus for seeing in the darkness. 
The invention was reported to em- 
ploy a special screened lamp, whole 
production costs of which were said 
not to exceed $10.

There is a virus that has some- 
thing to do with the common cold 
and that’s what so far has- eluded 
the medical world.

“The germs of the common cold 
are well known,” Dr. E. C. Sewall, 
of San Francisco, told the conven- 
tion of the American Laryngologi- 
cal Association in Toronto, “although 
I believe there is a virus which is 
not yet known. This virus, in my 
opinion, is the product of all these 
germs that go to cause the common 
cold.” 

Persons who suffer from frequent 
colds are probably suffering from the 
same cold all the time, he said. He 
said a cold creates an immunity of 
six months or sv. 

“This,” he said, “is probably the 
reason for the endemic source of 
colds. These people carry’ the 
source of infection in chronic sinus 
trouble and spread infection to 
other people.”

method of; plucking have proved so 
satisfactory in actual practice that 
considerable possibilities both for 
commercial plants and on the farm 
have been made available. The sys- 
tem, in brief, consists of immersing 
the bird in liquid wax, after the 
rough feathers have been removed. 
The coating is allowed to harden 
and when removed takes with it 
residual and pin feathers, hairs and 
scales, leaving a bird with a clean 
and attractive finish. For the time 
being the wax will be prepared in 
‘limited quantities by the National 
Research Council, Ottawa. Particu- 
lars concerning the procuring of the 
wax may be obtained from the 
Council, or from the Livestock 
Branch, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa.

Calgary Bird Sanctuary Trying To

of Canada’s wild geese have met 
with small success at the Inglewood 
bird sanctuary in Calgary.
